The Vermont Marble Company, the 
speaker said, shipped from 6000 to S000 
ear loads of granite annually. This con- 
eern, which had been adding an equip- 
considerable 
expenses, reported that it could not come 
within the 48 hours limit. It figured 
that such a change would cost the com- 
pany $5000 annually. 

E. J. Hubbard, representing the Rus- 
sell Manufacturing Company of Middle- 
ton, Conn., also the Business Men’s As- 
sociation, said that his company | had 
been 76 years in operation, and had in- 
creased from one small mill to 74. at the 
present time scattered over more than 
10 miles of territory. 

The manufacturers of New England, 
he said, turn out different products from 
other manufacturers in the Union.

Nova Scotians Alert 

NEW YORK—Advices’ received = at 
10:45 a. m. from the Marconi station at 
Camperdown, N. 8.. said that the oper- 
ators there had been unable to get into 
communication with the dirigible Amer- 
ica 

The operators gave it as their opinion 
that the big airship is now heading east, 
the wind at that hour being favorable tor 
holding the America on such a course. 

Reports show that wireless stations 
along the coast so far as heard from had 
nething to report regarding the progress 
of the America. Shortly after noon ves- 
terday the America passed out of wire: 
less touch with the Marconi station at 
Siasconset and since then no word has 
come from the daring air navigator who, 
in the absence of other information, 
fessumed to be continuing his flight along 
the Atlantic steamer lane, with the Brit 
ish Isles as his destination. 

All through the night wireless oper- 
ators out at sea and scattered along the 
North Atlantic coast tried to pick up 
Jack Irwin, the Wellman wireless oper- 
ator, but none of them was successful. 
The wind during the night had swung 
around from the southeast to the south- 
west and the weather was clearer 1] 
along the coast. 

The opinion is expressed that few if 
any of the messages that are being sent 
to the America by backers and relatives 
of the aeronauts are being picked up by 
Irwin aboard the airship. The small and 
weak wireless equipment of the America, 
so experts say, also will probably have 
difficulty in replying, as the vibrations of 
the America’s engines may tend to mud- 
dle the sound waves sent shoreward by 
Irwin. 

There is further to be considered the 
tangle resulting from the interference of 
the more powerful wireless waves com- 
ing from the big liners and the stations 
along the coast. 

Mrs.,.Wellman, Mrs. Vaniman and Mrs. 
Wellman’s daughters, Mrs. Chamberlain 
and Miss Wellman, are at Atlantic City 
awaiting word. 

The officials of the United States 
weather bureau have done all in their 
power to assure Wellman that the West 
Indian hurricane, which threatened the 
Atlantic coast Saturday will not trouble 
him. Word has been sent to every Atlan- 
tic liner that could be reached, and each 
has been instructed to reassure the crew 
of the America when in wireless touch 
with the airship. 


Fourth of Way Across? 


According to the Times this morning, 


1s 


under whose auspices Mr. Wellman is en- 
deavoring to cross tne Atlantic. the avia- 
tor had completed one fourth of his jour- 
ney. , 

The latest despatch received by the 
Times, however, was at 12:45 p. m. from 
Siasconset, Mass.—The Times’ account is 
as follows: 

“The Wellman airship was called by 
wireless and asked whether they were 
still O. K. Very faintly came the reply 
in one single ‘Yes,’ indicating that they 
are now well east of Nantucket. 

“This will probably be the last direct 
communication with the airship from 
this point, but all ocean liners are keep- 
ing a sharp lookout and will” report 
developments.” 

-Mr. Wellman and his crew of five men 
sailed for Europe from Atlantic City in 
the airship America at 8 o'clock Satur- 
day morning. That the America hov- 
ered near Atlantic City for some time 
is shown by the fact that six or seven 
hours after the start she was only 35 
miles off shore. 

She was then reported to be going 
northeast at the rate of 15 miles an hour 
against a mild breeze from the north. 
About 6 o’clock that evening she was 
spoken by the steamship Coamo, which 
reported her 60 miles southeast of Seot- 
land lightship. As nearly as can be 
estimated, the America was then about 
- 80 ‘miles from Atlantic City, but had 
been forging ahead probably not more 
than three or four hours at the 15-mile 
rate. 

Until 9 o’clock Sunday morning the 
Anjerica was not again sighted or heard 
from. At that time the Marconi wireless 
operator at Siasconset, on the island of 
Nantucket, picked her up and was in 
communication with her for three hours 
and 45 minutes. The effective range of 
the wireless instruments on board the 
America is about 60 miles. 

When first signaled 60 miles south- 
west of Nantucket the America by the 
course she had traveled had come about 
300 miles. From 6 p. m. Saturday to 9 
a.m. Sunday she had therefore made 220 
miles in 15 hours, maintaining the rate 
of 15 miles an hour at which she had 
. started. 

Sunday morning, however, the Amer- 
ica encountered strong west winds, so 
strong that she shut off her motors. In

It was tested for five times any strain 
it is likely to encounter. The entire bal- 
loon, in fact, was built upon a 500 per 
cent basis, including the steel ear and 
the rudder. That is, every brace and 
wire and pulley was fitted to perform 
five times the work required of it. 

And besides this five-times test. the 
balloon envelope is under Constant guard 
in another way. A tiny rubber pipe leads 
out of it into a “u” shaped. tube o 
water, fastened on a brace just beside 
the larger of the two engines. Three 
marks on the glass gauge tell the air- 
ship’s engineer what gas pressure she 
carries, just as a steam engine gauge tells 
the engineer its story. 

At the 15-millimeter mark on his gauge 
the pressure in the envelope would tear 
it asunder, and Mr. Vaniman set his 
valves to open automatically at five, 
four millimeters being the pressure re- 
aquired for first-class cruising work. 

There are five balloons in the America 
instead of one. All five connect with a 
small engine, and Mr. Vaniman plans to 
keep the America always on even keel 
till her journey ends by pumping air 
into one of the small balleons and draw- 
ing it out of others.

Therefore he confines his book to a 
consideration of such things as formed a 
part of the home life and _ household 
equipment of the American people either 
before the revolution or immediately 
after it. Ti is, in fact, a complete, satis- 
factory and very delightful guide to in- 
telligent buying and appreciation of the 
furniture, glass, china, silver and brass 
of that period; enabling one to tell for 
himself whether a piece is genuinely old 
or a modern reproduction made to de- 
ceive, What are its essential features and 
its approximate worth. “The charm that 
rests in a rare old piece of mahogany, 
and the pitfalls that lie everywhere in 
the path of the seeker for-real antiques” 
-—these are his text. 

Mr. Dyer has no patience with the 
enthusiast who turns his home into a 
museum. “Make your antique furniture

Those who 
now by experience the simple life of 
which he sings learn pf him that they 
have been moving about in worlds halt 
realized; those who do not know it see 
it through the poet’s eyes, feeling the 
spell that is woven for him in the pleas- 
ant rural places. 


A history of a people might be traced 
in its* “gift books,” which register the 
fashion of thinking of the hour. Is it 
a sign of these times that such a work 
as this is being set forth to us again 
in such a careful, artistic fashion by a 
great publishing house? Coming with 
the French confections and American 
nonsense, the de luxe editions of tales

any thought of money making in con- 
nection with them. The sister fed and | 
watched them, collected the eggs and | 
finally announced that there was a profit | 
in keeping hens. Meantime, the flock | 
had increased somewhat by natural 
means and the chicks were growing to | 
henhood. Neighbors were eager to buy 
eggs from a source so reliable and for 
two or three years the industry con- 
tinued more as an outside interest than 
as a business. 

One evening the sisters reckoned up 
the cost and profit of the little flock and 
found there was a considerable balance 
in their favor, beside the much larger 
Hock, and for further advantage to them 
was the knowledge gained practically of 
the needs of the fowl. The outlook was 
so encouraging that it was decided to 
go to a larger place where hens would 
not be objectionable in the neighborhood, 
and branch out still more in the raising 
of poultry, making it for market rather 
than for home, the home sister keeping 
the oversight, with a helper to do the 
actual hand work. 

A place was found on the outskirts of 
Chicago, the necessary henhouses were 
built, whitewashed and made thoroughly 
wholesome, with sunlight to warm them. 
There were several small houses instead 
of one large one, as this has been found 
advisable in poultry raising. The girls 
learned from good authority that money 
in the hen business resulted from special- 
izing in one division rather than in try- 
ing to raise eggs, broilers and all varie- 
ties of poultry produce at the same time, 
so they cultivated for food, raising broil- 
ers, and working steadily to have them 
for market when the supply was small- 
est. Of eggs they raised enough for 
their own needs and to supply certain 
families that had bought of them from 
the first of their selling. 

As their interest in the business and 
their knowledge of poultry grew, they 
found more and more to learn as to 
management of the houses and _ flocks 
and the marketing, and little by little 
increasing needs broadened the field of 
their labors. Waste land near by was 
planted with corn and grain as food for 
the fowl. A cow was bought for the 
sake of her milk, and in time the num- 
ber of cows had increased to a fine herd 
of Jerseys, for the poultry increased to 
a large number, about 40,000, and sour 
milk was an important part of their 
diet. The “plant” had moved again, 
where there was more land, and now 
covers 250 acres, with its refrigerating 
department, its artesian wells, and a 
farm department to lessen by home pro- 
duction a part of the cost of feeding. 
A very large part of all food supply is 
produced,on the farm, and small fruits as 
well as vegetables and grain are grown 
to a considerable extent. Each part of 
the place has been developed to fill a 
need. The whole is the outgrowth of 
thrift in little things, and to this is due 
the marked success that has attended 
every step of the venture from its small 
beginnings to its present condition. The 
stock now comprises a large. herd of 
Jerseys, as many hogs, some fine horses, 
and ducks, turkeys and several varieties 
of choice fowl.

The demand for something better than 
‘ordinary in grands is causing the prin- 
‘cipal piano houses to make them for 
what is known as the exclusive trade in 
all the principal historical, architectural 
‘and decorative periods, from the Egyp- 
tian and Greek to the Byzantine, Ro- 
manesque and Gothie, Italian and French 
Renaissance, Francis I., Lou® XIV., 
Louis XV., and Louis XVI., Empire, 
Elizabethan, Colonial, Sheraton, Hepple- 
white, Adam, Spanish mission, etc. They 
are designed by artists of national and 
international reputation in rare and 
costly woods exquisitely carved, enam- 
eled, painted, finished in Vernis Martin 
or otherwise adorned to harmonize with 
the furnishing of any drawing or music 
‘Toom. The cost is limited only by the 
requirements of the purchaser. They 
have been made as high as $50,000, but 
their usual range is from $2000 to $10,000. 
_ The improved architecture of the one 
is beginning to be seen in all grades of 
both styles. 

There are three recognized sizes of 
the grand piano, the concert, parlor and 
baby. Some makers are putting what is 
known as the upright construction into a 
grand piano case, but it is very much 
smaller’ than the smallest required for 
the grand and has no advantage over 
the upright piano further than that to 
be derived from the form of its case. 

There are several points that should 
not be forgotten by the one who owns a 
piano. A, grand piano should always 
have its top open when Jn use. Jn an up- 
right also the sound is improved when 
the top is raised. Nothig whatever 
should be placed on the top of a piano; 
but if the housekeeper , insists upon 
something, let it not be anything metal- 
lic—no china, no glass, no marble, no 
bronze. A few sheets of music, a pretty

If there is more 
than one daughter, their names go on 
the envelopes with those of their parents 
by writing beneath the names of the 
elders—“The Misses Helmer.” 

Invitations for grown sons may not be 
enclosed with that of either or both 
parents. Such invitations must go alone, 
though, if there is more than one grown 
son, one card may be made to do for all 
by addressing the envelope “The Messrs. 
Smith.” 

It is not necessary to acknowledge 
wedding invitations when only to the 
church, unless there is engraved at the 
bottom: ‘The courtesy of an answer is 
requested.” The response must then be 
made formally in writing. If one is un- 
able to be present, visiting cards are 
mailed, on the day of the ceremony, to 
those issuing the invitations. 

Announcements must be acknowledged 
at once by posting visiting cards to those 
who make known the fact of the wed-

The United States of North America, 
the United States of Central America 
and the United States of South America, 
say the diplomats, would form an array 
of strength and dignity which would 
cause the people of Europe to sit up 
and take notice. Such a union would 
result in enough strength to support the 
Monroe doctrine without further effort. 
Mexico would be outside of such a union, 
but in Central America it is said, accord< 
ing to the gentleman quoted above, that 
the logical thing wotld be for Mexico ta 
join the United States of Central Amere 
ica once that government has demons 
strated its capacity and usefulness. 

The government at Washington, it ig 
understood, would be favorable to such 
unions.

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WORK ON NEW WATER MAIN TO BOSTON 
INVOLVES TUNNELING THROUGH THE 
SOLID ROCK PART OF WAY IN NEWTON 


ORK on the big high pressure ame 


nel which is to be part of the new 
Weston water main into Boston, the 
largest ever laid in this part of the coun- 
try. is being pushed day and night and 
already a section of 700 feet has been 
finished. 

The present supply from Weston is 
earried through a 48-inch pipe and in 
order greatly to increase this supply a 
new 60-inch pipe line is being laid along 
the route of the old one. 

At the junction of Commonwealth and 
Grant avenues in Newton, the 60-inch 
line connects with the tunnel proper, 76 
inches in diameter and 2040 feet long. 
whieh instead of following the old 48- 
inch main around the hill at this point 
cuts directly through and meets the 
smaller pipe line again near the Com- 
monwealth golf grounds. 

The tunnel is being cut through solid 
rock its entire length and with the 
work going on at both ends about 20 
feet are finished each day. 

This section of the water main 
constructed of 80-inch steel pipe lined 
with 2 inches of concrete, 
actual diameter 76 inthes. It has been 
built with consideration for the future 
water supply of Boston. 

When completed the Weston 
main will extend for a distance of seven 
miles, about four miles of which are 
now under construction. The work 
began Sept. 1, 1909, and it is hoped that 
it, will be completed by August, I9II. 
The question of time. however, will be 
determined by the nature of the ground 
through which the tunnel must pass.

Every 
year it gives so much pleasure to so 
many people that its value cannot be 
expressed by any number of dollars. 
“The value of a vote is not to be meas- 
ured by looking at it, nor by waiting to 
see what will happen when it is put into 
a box. It is not much to Jook at, and 
“when it has been marked and delivered 
to the officer and he puts it into the box 
nothing happens at all. We seem to go 
‘Out as we went in, neither richer nor 
poorer. A $5 bill has value, but a vote 
seems to have no value. 

“But what is a vote worth? What is 
the value of a vote? That depends on 
what a vote will do for us. The effect 
of a vote is to put a man into an office. 
The voter by the mark which he makes 
upon his ballot says: ‘I want such and 
such a man to be put into such and such 
an office.’ 

“But men are put into office in order 
that they may do something for us. They 
are there to serve us. The things we 
commit to the men for whom we vote 
are of very great importance. 

“One of them is the education of our 
children. We want to have good schools. 
Every year we pay a tax for the sup- 
port of these schools. The happiness of 
our homes and the future of our children 
depend greatly upon our choice of men 
'who know enough to provide good 
schools, and who can be depended upon 
to do it.” 

Dean Hodges alludes to the effect of 

the purchased vote upon water supply, 
drainage, cleanliness of the streets, and 
inspection of buildings. 
“The rich man, if the water is bad, 
can buy clean water for himself, and if 
the street is not well cleaned can get it 
cleaned. The poor man cannot afford 
to do that.” 

Furthérmore, he points out, the offi- 
_. gials who are elected by the votes of the 
people make the arrangements for main- 
taining public order and morality. 

“But,” he concludes, “between two

Old and New World 
Relationship 


This broad distinction between the 
ancient and the modern world has been 
pointed out: Ancient states throve by 
preying upon one another. Lucullus and 
Pompey brought prosperity to Rome by 
sacking the east and bodily transporting 
to Italy vast quantities of treasure and 
slaves.

Although Lynn’s charter is slightly modified from that of Des 
Moines, the underlying scheme is practically the same.

Mr. Electrification 
Bickford took the position that, contrary to | 
popular belief, electrification would not 
prove a panacea for all the ills found in 
present-day transportation. It might be said here that intelligent 
people are far from being of the opinion that electrification will solve 
all transit problems. \WVhat they believe is that electrification, by 
eliminating the smoke nuisance, for one thing, will be a great step 
forward.’ But those who have given the question careful and 
unprejudiced study will agree with Mr. Bickford that to be 
beneficial in any large sense the process of electrification must be, 
if not slow, at least deliberate. 

Especially is this true with regard to large cities and. their 
suburbs. The very first step to be taken must be the elevation of 
all tracks and the elimination of all grade crossings. This work 
is going forward now in many cities, and it involves a very large 
expenditure of money. With the grade crossings removed, stretches 
and branches of railroad may be electrified gradually. Mr. Bickford 
referred to two methods of electrification. One is the simple 
substitution of electric for steam locomotives. Under this ‘method 
there might be no change in train schedules and no additional trains 
would be run. The other method would be the adoption of the 
multiple unit system. This would permit the equipment of each 
car with a motor, and, says Mr. Bickford, “with this a good suburban

Mr. Ozaki says that the Tokio municipal machinery works 
smoothly at the present, and that heretofore there has been no 
need for investigations of the kind put into effect in America. He 
seems to have reading acquaintance with the word “graft,” but is 
happy in *he thought that there has vet been no necessity for 
incorporating it into the Japanese language. The chief executive 
of Japan’s capital does not predict as to the future, but his presence 
in the United States is largely a result of his desire to see for 
himself. how this country is solving its municipal problems. Mr. 
Ozaki will be sure to take home impressions making for practical 
application. Also, he will know at first hand what things not to 
include in his scheme for Tokioan municipal advancement.

York and the mayor of Tokio. There will be a banquet during the 


week whereat the mayors of Boston, New York, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, Chicago and other places have been invited to meet this 
wide-awake Japanese official, Theré will be an exchange of 
confidences, undoubtedly, and the Americans will find that not a 
few of the things Mayor Ozaki may bring to notice are of 
universal importance. Japan has been at school in almost every 
country worth the while. German education and militarism, the 
social usages of the French, the patience still characteristic of China, 
the friendship of the English, the recent unpleasantness with the 
Czar,—whatever has been the experience and wherever it has been 
necessary to learn, Japan has had her ear close to the ground. 

It is trite to remark that the empire of the Mikado is the 
political surprise of the generation.

It is not for nothing that a 
constant stream of educated Japanese flows through European 
countries and the Americas, bent on observation. The problem of 
taking .care of a large population must be solved either at home 
or elsewhere.
